Court of Civil Appeals Sat on Sunday to Get 
Through the Motions and Supreme Court 
Held a Special Sitting Monday 


For the first 
in tbe bistorv of Texas an appellate court sat 
on Sunday to determ ine m atters pertaining to an election. 
The Fifth 
court of civil appeals, sitting in Dallas, deemed the emergency suffi­ 
cient to hear certain phases of the election tangle and entered order» 


on these points: 
A 
Motion to advance the appeal from the Groesheck court, granted. 
Motion to supplement the record of the case on appeal, granted. 
Motion of Peddy forces to dismiss the appeal, refused. 
Motion of Peddy faction to nullify m andam us of T a rra n t County 
district judge, compelling election board to print Mayfield s name on 


I the ballot« refused. 
Motion to dissolve the Groesheck injunction, gianted. 
Motion for w rit of prohibition, refused. 
Immediately on announcem ent of the court's action in overrul­ 
ing the 
two 
motions, Mr. Nickels 
filed an application for writ 
of error with the clerk of the appellate court to carry th e issue be­ 
fore the Suprem e Court of Texas. 
This would argue for jurisdiction 
by the Supreme Court, the appelate court having disposed of all 
m atters in the ballot litigation before it. 
Secretary of State Staples Sunday morning sent 
telegram s to 
County Judges all over Texas th a t they couid print Mr. Mayfield's 
| name on the ballots for Tuesday as a senatorial candidate. 
Then a little later he wired the same County Judges th a t they 
should disregard his earlier message, as the case would go before the 
Supreme Court of Texas Monday morning. 
Mr. Staples sent the first telegram when he was advised of the 
overruling of a motion for a rehearing of the case before the Fifth 
Civil Appeals Court at Dallas. 
He sent the >econd after he had been advised of the application 
or a writ of error to the Supreme Court in Austin. 
A ttorney General Keeling Sunday afternoon wired Luther Nick­ 
els at Dallas.agreeing to waive everything to perm it the case coming 
before the Supreme Court the first thing Monday morning.

The Supreme Court late Monday overruled a motion

The application, which was subm itted shortly before noon, was 
before the Supreme Court less than three hours before it was over-

The court also refused to consider tbe supplem ental application 
submitted this afternoon which attacked th e validity of the mandate 
issued by the Dallas court this morning. No opinion was entered In 
the case. 
Immediately following the court's action, C. M. Payne, 
acting 
secretary of State in the absence of Secretary Staples, 
dispatcher 
telegram s to all county judges in the State advising them of the d e­ 
cision and statin g that it is now their duty to put Mr.Mayfield’s name 
on the election ballots.
